Cairo to Rely Anew oh Russia; 
Sadek Quits as Military Chief

CAIRO, Oct 26.— President 
Anwar Sadat last night obtained 
from Egypt's political leadership 
a mandat e to continue a policy of 
guarded cooperation with the 
Soviet Union. 

Today, Mr. Sadat announced 
he had accepted the. resignation 
of Geo. Mohammed Ahmed 
Sadek as commander-in-chief of 
the country’s armed forces. Geo. 
Sadek, who was instrumen tal to 
the ouster of Soviet milit ary 
presence from Egypt last July, 
also abandoned his posts as vice- 
premier, war minister and min- 
ister of military production. 

Mr. Sadat gave no explanation 
'for Gen. Sadek's resignation. 

In an nwuantl - closed -door 

meeting . last night, Mr. Sadat 

told 600 members of the ruling 

party arid parliament that it was 
up to them to decide whether 
Egypt should continue to rely 
primarily on Soviet support or 
should end its cooperation with 
Moscow. He put the question 
to the leader? after Premier Azte 
gsAiry b pfl given them a detailed 
report on his recent visit to the 
Soviet capital. 

An animated discussion flow- 
ed. According to Informed sources, 
thw large majority of those who 
spoke favored continued coopera- 
tion with the Soviet Union. But 
many who took this stand com- 
bined it with criticism of what 
they called Moscow’s lukewarm 
attitude. 

A *mft.n number of members of 
the group went as far as to ad- 
vocate a complete break with 
Moscow, the sources said.

Negotiation Session

PARIS, Oct. 26 (ZHT).— North Vietnam said today Chat the United 
States, after consultation with South Vietnam, has refused to sign 
the agreement reached to end the Vietnam war. 

In an official declaration at the weekly peace talks, the North 
Vietnamese said that a document titled “Agreement on Ending the 
War and Restoring the Peace in 
Vietnam" was to have been sign- 
ed today, but that the United 
States asked that the signing be 
put off first until Monday, then 
until Tuesday. 

After Hanoi accepted these two 
delays. North Vietnam said, the 
United States, “invoking diffi- 
culties encountered in Saigon,” 
asked for new negotiations with 
Hanoi, and “refused to discuss 
what had already been agreed to 
and the dates fixed." 

This U.S. request for new nego- 
tiations was made three days ago, 
on tbe day US. presidential ad- 
viser Henry A. Kissinger returned 


Cairo Official 
Wounded by 
Letter-Bomb 

" BEIRUT. Oct. 26 CReuters).— 
An Egyptian security officer was 
severely injured when a letter- 
bomb exploded at Cairo Airport 
today, the Palestine news agency 
.(WAFA) reported here. 

The officer was suspicious of 
three letters addressed to the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion office in Cairo and to two 
el-Fafcah leaders. He took them 
outside, the airport terminal 
building to examine them, tbe 
agency said. 

One ■ of the letters exploded, 
blowing off one of the security 
officer's- bands and inflicting 
other injuries. 

The agency- said that the let- 
ters were posted in Yugoslavia. 

Another letter- bomb sent to 
an el-Fatah leader from Yugo- 
slavia .was detected Tuesday and 
dismantled harmlessly in Cairo. 
Hl-Fatah is the biggest Palesti- 
nian milit ary organization. 

Yesterday, eight persons were 
injured when letter -bombs and 
booby-trapped parcels exploded 
In Lebanon and Libya. 

: One of tbe booby-trapped pack- 
ages whitih ; exploded in Beirut 
was addressed to a Pa l estini an 
described by- guerrilla sources as 
a- sympathizer with.eI-Ka.lah. 

The letter-bombs seriously 
wounded a postman and a sec- 
retary. as morning mail was being 
sorted- out in Beirut yesterday. 
Three other persons were slightly 
injured in two separate blasts. 

In Tripoli, Libya, the secretary 
of the PLO office was blinded by 
a pared bomb. Two other per- 
sons, » Palestinian and a Libyan, 
were also Injured in the blast. 

In Algiers, a PLO member was 
injured when he opened 4 booby- 

trapped pared Tuesday night.

Thuy Meets Press 

Following release of their dec- 
laration today, Xuan Thuy, head 
of tbe Hanoi delegation here, held 
a press conference to comment 
on several points. He said that 
the United States had put off 

the signing in order to “prolong 
the war” hut it became Clear 
from subsequent comments that 
Hanoi and tbe Viet Cong fear 
that the Saigon government 
wants to hold up an agreement 
both to obtain more concessions 
and continue strengthening its 
position. The Viet Cong charged 
today that Saigon was using the 
delay to exterminate the prison- 
ers it holds. 

“The United States has agreed 
with ns,” said Mr. Thuy, “and 
now is advancing new obstacles 
on tbe 1 pretext that there are 
difficulties with Saigon. We say 
the United States is trying to 
prolong the war and the nego- 
tiations and we ask the United 
States to sign the agreement al- 
ready reached.” 

Mr. Thuy said that the United 
States, in asking last Monday for 
the latest postponement, had told 
Hanoi only that Saigon’s ap- 
proval had not been obtained. 

Observers said that the key 
point in the agreement outlined 
today was the provision for 
establishing a three-part Nation- 
al Council to hrtng O rrm mimi n t.i 

and non-Caxmmmists together 
and organize elections in South 
Vietnam. Although no date is 
fixed for this task, the agree- 
ment states that foe two sides will 
“do their best” to accomplish It 
within three months of the cease- 
fire. 

Big Concession Seen 

This provision was seen as 
representing a considerable con- 
cession by Hanoi. The most recent 
public proposals by Hanoi called, 
far & three-part coalition govern- 
ment to rule South Vietnam,

President Xr;on 
said tonight that he Ls confident 
that differences blocking a 
Vietnam peace settlement "can 
and will be worked out." 

Speaking for the first time 
publicly about what he termed “a 
significant breakthrough'* in Me 
Vietnam negotiations.

9-Point Peace Formula 

SAIGON, Oct. 26 (UPI). — The terms of the nine-point 
agreement between North Vietnam and the United States ending 
the Vietnam war, as reported by Radio Hanoi: 

' j The United States recognizes the independence, sovereignly, 
unity and territorial Integrity of Vietnam as recognized by 
the 1954 Geneva agreements. 

2 A cease-fire in South Vietnam within 24 hours of the signing 

of a treaty. An end to US. bombing HTlf i mining of North 
Vietnam. Withdrawal of American troops and “foreign” allies 
from South Vietnam. A ban on foreign troops or advisers in 
South Vietnam, and on the introduction of new weapons except 
as exchange for those damaged. 

3 Return of all prisoners of war, to be carried out simultane- 

ously with US. troop withdrawal. 

4, Free and democratic elections in South Vietnam under 
international supervision. Tbe establishment of a three- 
part “National Council of National Reconciliation and Concord" 
coalition to oversee the cease-fire, demobilize armed forces and 
organize the electio n . 

5^ Reunification of Vietnam “step by step through peaceful 
* means n 

g A four-party military commission of South Vietnam, the 
Viet Cong, North Vietnam and the United States. A two- 
party military commission of the Viet Cong and South. Vietnam. 
The setting up of an international commission with unstated 
duties, apparently to oversee the cease-fire. The convening 
within 30 days of an international “guarantee conference." 

•j Mutual respect far the national rights of Cambodia and Laos. 

Non-interference in the affairs of these two countries and 
the withdrawal of an foreign troops from Cambodia and Laos. 
Cambodia and Laos must settle their own internal affairs. 

q The establishment of a “new. equal and mutually beneficial 
relationship between the Democratic Republic of [North]

He confirmed that the nine- 
point agreement Hanoi disclosed 
earlier today was essentially cor- 
rect but he rejected North Viet- 
namese charges that the United 
States was delaying signing the 
pact by next Tuesday, Oct-.

Not Be Stampeded* 

“We will not be stampeded into 
an agreement until its provisions 
are right," said Mr. Kissinger. 
“We will not be deflected from 
an agreement if its provisions 
are considered right." 

The Radio Hanoi statement 
said that after there had been 
agreement on various earlier 
dates for putting into effect stages 
of the pact, the United States 
“put forth' 1 last Friday, Oct. 20, 
another schedule: end of U.5. 
bombing mining of the North 
last Monday, Oct. 23; initiating 
of the text in Hanoi the next 
da/ and formal signing by the 
foreign ministers of the two 
countries in Paris, next Tuesday, 
Oct 3L 

The radio said that North Viet- 
nam, “with its good will, agate, 
agreed to tbe US. proposal while 
stressing that the UJ5. side should 
nob under any pretext change 
the agreed schedule.” 

But last Monday, the radio said, 
the United States, contrary to 
its pledges . . . demanded that 
the negotiations be continued for 
resolving new problems.” 

“This behavior of the US.

about a very serious situation, 
which threatens to jeopardize the 
signing of the agreement." 

But Mr. Kissinger said that 
Hanoi’s assumption that Oct. 31 
was a firm date for signing tho 
accord was based upon a mis- 
understanding.

Thieu Is Silent, Truce Preparations Continue

SAIGON, Oct. 26 (WPL— South 
Vietnam went ahead with prepa- 
rations for a passible cease-fire 
today amid general silence about 
repots of a peace agreement be- 
tween the United States and 
North Vietnam. 

President Nguyen Van Thieu 
and US. Amhasswriffr Ellsworth 
Bunker met twice, sources here 
said, but no ibf carnation about 
their conversation was made 
public. 

One meeting preceded and the 
other followed the Hanoi radio's 
surprise announcement of an 
agreement between the United 
States and North Vietnam to end 
the fighting in Indochina and 
reorganize the government of 
South -Vietnam. 

The broadcast said that tiie 
agreement was now scheduled to

No Comment by Thieu 

Spokesmen far Mr. Thieu and 
for the Foreign Ministry tteKHned 
to comment cm the Hanoi broad- 
cast, saying that they had not had 
enough time to analyze it. Sev- 
eral hours after the Hanoi state- 
ment, diplomats and journalists 
here were still scrambling for 
copies of the English text. 

The Saigon radio said in a. com- 
mentary tonight that “self-deter- 
mination of the Vietnamese peo- 


ple cannot result from a secret 
agreement... America and North 
Vietnam cannot solve anything 
for South Vietnam.” This has 
been foe position of the govern- 
ment throughout the latest round 
of peace negotiations. 

The Thieu government is de- 
voting much of its energy to 
sharing up its military and polit- 
ical position throughout the coun- 
try in anticipation of a cease-fire; 
It is widely regarded here as a 
beginning, not an end, of the 
struggle with the Communists for 
control, and Mr. Thieu is calling 
for increased military and politi- 
cal vigilance during the truce 
period.

Kissinger Says 'Peace Is at Hand’ 


r TOKYO <£F ).— The tezt of 
the statement issued by the 
North Vietnamese government 
On the peace negotiations ■xith 
the United States : 

Following years or a glorious 
resistance war of our armed 
forces and people in both zones, 
the United States had to stop in 
October 1968 fee bombardments 
against the Democratic Repub- 
lic of Vietnam and accept the 
holding of a four-party confer- 
ence on Vietnam in Paris. That 
situation opened up prospects 
lor restoring peace in Vietnam. 

The Nixon administration' 
chose, however, to embark on 
the path of 'Vietnamization of 
the war* and negotiation from a 
position -of strength. As a -re- : 
suit, -t he US. war of aggression - 
In Vietnam dragged on, was in- 
tensified and expanded, and the 
Vietnam peace negotiations 
could not make any progress. 

Over the past four years, the 
valiant and undaunted Viet- - 
namese people have stepped up 
their Just struggle on the mili- 
tary. political and diplomatic 
fronts, and have recorded un- 
precedented victories, especial- 
ly in the spring, thus inflicting 
a very important setback on 
the “Vietnamization’ policy. 

At tlie same time, the govern- 
ment of the Democratic Repub- 
lic of Vietnam has constantly 
shown its serious attitude and 
good will in the search for a 
peaceful solution to the Viet- 
nam problem on a basis guar- 
arteeing the Vietnamese 
people's, fundamental national 
rights and the South Vietnam- 
ese people's right to self-deter- 
mination. 

In full agreement with 
the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of the Republic of 
South Vietnam, the government 
of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam has held private meet- 
ings with the VjS. government 
wife a view to a peaceful settle- 
ment of fee Vietnam problem. 
But till September 1972, the ne- 
gotiations on the Vietnam prob- 
lem had remained without re- 
sult. 

New Initiative 

With a view to making the 
negotiations progress, at the ■ 
private meeting on Oct. 8, 1872 - 
the DJR.V.N. side took a new, 
extremely important initiative: 
it put forward a draft ’Agree- 
ment on Ending the War and 
Restoring Peace in Vietnam.’ 
and proposed that fee govern- 
ment of fee Democratic Repub- 
lic Of Vietnam, with the ‘ con- 
currence of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of 
the Republic of South Vietnam, 
and the government of fee 
United States of America, with 
the concurrence of fee govern- 
ment of the Republic of Viet- 
nam,. immediately agreed upon - 
end Sign this agreement-tdr^P'-'* 
idly restore peace in Vietnam. 

In that draft agreement, the 
DR.VJT. side proposed a ces- 
sation of fee war throughout 
Vietnam, a cease-fire in South 
Vietnam, an end to all U.S. 
military involvement in Viet- 
nam, a total withdrawal from 
South Vietnam of troops of the 
United states and those of fee 
foreign countries allied With fee 
United States and with fee Re- 
public of Vietnam, and fee re- 
turn of all captured and de- 
tained personnel of the parties. 
From the enforcement of fee 
cease-fire to the Installation of 
the government formed after 
lree and democratic general 
elections, the two present ad- 
ministrations in South Vietnam 
will remain in existence with 
their respective domestic and 
external functions. 

These two administrations 
shall Immediately hold con- 
sultations with a view to the ex- 
ercise of fee South Vietnamese 
people's right to self-determina- 
tion. achieving national con- 
cord, ensuring the democratic 
liberties of the South Vietnam- 
ese people, and forming an ad- 
ministration of national concord 
which shall have the task of 
promoting fee South Vietnam- 
ese parties’ implementation of 
the signed agreements and or- 
ganizing general elections in 
South Vietnam within three 
months after fee cease-fire 
comes Into effect. 

Thus the Vietnam problem 
will be settled in two stages in 
accordance with the oft-ex- 
pressed desire of fee American 
side: the first stage will include 
a cessation of fee war in Viet- 
nam, a cease-fire in South Viet- 
nam, a cessation of fee U& 
military involvement in South 
Vietnam and an agreement on 
the principles for fee exercise 
of the South Vietnamese 
people’s right to self-determina- 
tion; in the second stage, the 
two South Vietnamese parties 
will settle together fee internal 
matters of South Vietnam. The 
D-R.V-N. side proposed that the 
Democratic Republic of Viet- 
nam and the United States sign 
this agreement by mid-October, 
1972. 

Issues Summarized 

The main Issues of the agree- 
ment which have been agreed 
upon may be summarised as 
follows; 

l i The United States respects 
the independence, sovereignty, 
unity and territorial Integrity of 
Vietnam as recognized by fee 
1964 Geneva agreements. 

2) Twenty- lour hours after 
the signing of the agreement, a 
cease-fire shall be observed 
throughout South Vietnam. The 
United States will stop all its 
military activities, and end the 
bombing and mining in North 
Vietnam. Within 60 days, there 
will be a total withdrawal from 
South Vietnam of troops and 
military personnel of the 
TTrritpH states and those of fee

The problems existing be- 
tween the three Indochinese 
countries shall be settled by the 
Indochinese parties on the basis 
of respect lor each other’s Inde- 
pendence, sovereignty, and ter- 
ritorial integrity, and noninter- 
ference in each other’s internal 
affairs. 

With the ending of fee war, 
fee restoration of peace In Viet- 
nam will create conditions for 
establishing a new, equal, and 
mutually beneficial relationship 
between fee Democratic Repub- 
lic of Vietnam and the United 
States. The United States will 
contribute to healing fee 
wounds of war and to postwar 
reconstruction in the Democrat- 
ic Republic'- of*- Vietnam and 
throughout Indochina.

McGovern Backs ZJ.S. Truce Bid 


‘ IOWA CITY, Oct. 26 (Reuters). 
—Sen, George McGovern today 
halted the news that peace is 
apparently near to Vie tnam , and 
T ^a^riy 'attacked President Nix- 
on for vat ending the war years 
ago.. 

The -Democratic candidate for 
-president received one of the big- 
gest ovations of his campaign 
from nearly 35,000 students here 
at the University of Iowa in his 
first public appearance since the 
H ano i Washington announce- 
ments that the two countries 
are on the verge of a peace agree- 
ment. 

Sen. McGovern said of the an- 
nouncement: “Peace is very near 
and whatever thdr motives. If 
the administration can bring off 
a settlement of this war, they 
will have my. full support in any 

effort that can lead to peace." 

While political observers gen- 
erally believed that news of im- 
pending peace would undermine 
McGovern’s chances of elec- 
tion, the candidate con- 

tended it could help him. He 
!«w the American people would 
-see that the terms now accepted 
by President Nixon could have 
been obtained years ago. 

Sen. MCGovern told the stu- 
dents the question that haunted 
wm was: “Why, Mr. Nixon, dfd 
you take another four years to 
put an end to this tragic war?” 

In Columbia, S.C„ today. Dem- 
ocratic vice-presidential candidate 
Sargent Shriver said the an- 
nouncements of imminent peace 
were “an election maneuver." 

“The united States will realize 
that tins has been done os an 


election maneuver," he said at a 
press conference. “Anyone can 
see thin effort now is part of the 
election." 

He repeated his statement that 
the peace agreement would be a 
“triumph” for Sen. McGovern 
and said the terms the Nixon ad- 
ministration can get now are no 
better than those they could have 
achieved an coming into office. 

Earlier, s™ McGovern, speak- 
ing to reporters, expresed con- 
cern at the North Vietnamese 
statement that the United States, 
having reached an agreement to 
end the war, had reported prob- 
lems With "South Vietnam and 
had twice postponed signing the 
pact. 

Sen. McGovern said: “ I hop e 
that Is not true that our govern- 
ment is blocking the settlement.” 

He aJan said be hoped the, US. 
government was not permitting 
South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu to block a 
settlement. 

Sen. McGovern has contend ed 
tha t even if the war is ended be- 
fore -the presidential electio n. It 
should hot bring a new upsurge 
of support for President Nixon. 

A Gallup PoU published today 
showed that President Nixon had 
gained the support of 59 percent 
of registered voters against 36 
percent for Sen. McGovern. This 
represented a gain of 6 percent 
for the Democratic candidate 
since late August. 

Sabotage Charge 

Last night fa Detroit. Sen. Mc- 
Govern accused resident Nixon 
of betraying public trust and let- 
ting down tire moral standards of 
the United States. 


In a 30-minute paid television 
broadcast, he held Mr. Nixon 
directly responsible for a series 
of alleged acts of sabotage and 
espionage against the Democratic 
party its election candidates. 

He charged that Nixon agents, 
"do not seek to defeat the Demo- 
cratic party, they seek to destroy 
it" 

Sen. McGovern said Mr. Nixon 
had hlocked an independent inves- 
tigation of the. break-in at the 
Democratic party headquarters 
earlier this year, and other ap- 
parent.acts of political spying and 
sabotage, .and refused to answer 
questions -about thfian,'. . 

“He stays hidden in the White 
House, Hoping you will mistake 
silence -far- innocence,” Sen.

Igor I. Sikorsky Dies at 83; 
Built First Practical ’Copter 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (N TO.— 
Igor Sikorsky. 83. the legendary 
aviation pioneer who developed 
the world's first practical heli- 
copter, died today of a heart at- 
tack in his home in Easton, Conn. 

Until recently he had visited 
his office several times a week 
in the Sikorsky plant in nearby 
Stratford.

The helicopter was not Mir. 
Sikorsky's invention — various ver- 
tical-lift planes had been put 
together before 1939 but the first 
to be exploited and the first with 
a single rotor. But Mr. Sikorsky'S 
craft was the first totally practi- 
cal one. In the early 1930s. he 
had filed patents that embody 
Us basic principles. Previous heli- 
copter builders had not followed 
through, whereas Mr. Sikorsky 
had the wit to realize that his 
plane had a commercial future. 

"A flying machine offering 
reasonable speed and which 
would be controllable and safe, 
also combining take-off and 
landing ability in a small area, 
would be of great value and would 
be. unquestionably.

Sikorsky served as the creative

Of Mr. Sikorsky's three main 
aviation achievements — the build- 
ing of a multiple-engine airplane, 
the creation of the flying boat, 
and the helicopter— he considered 
the latter his most important bo 
cause of its civilian potentialities.

The notion of a helicopter oc- 
curred to Mr. Sikorsky as a lad 
in Russia, when he read the 
science-fiction novels of Jules 
Verne in translation. It caught 
his fancy that Verne had con- 
ceived of an aircraft that could 
rise straight up off the ground, 
and only later did he realize that 
the "flying screw" had also been 
suggested by Leonardo da Vinci. 

Although he lacked ni^hpr^tryi 
knowledge, young Igor tried to 
make a toy helicopter out of 
sticks and rubber bands, he re- 
called in later years. “I thought 
the machine should be tifcp a fly 
or an Insect that could dart in 
anv direction at an Instants 
notice." 

Later on, he said, he made two 
larger models, neither opera- 
tionally successful, and he put his 
helicopter dream aside until the 
2930s.

Italy, Soviet Union Agree

MOSCOW, Oct. 26 (NTT).— 
Italy and the Soviet Union agreed 
today to hold regular consulta- 
tions on bilateral relations and 
the world situation. The talks 
are to be conducted twice a year 
at the level of foreign ministers 
or their deputies. 

The accord, reached today by 
Premier Giullo Andreotti, of Italy, 
and Premier Alexei N. Kosygin, of 
the Soviet Union, Is part of a 
Soviet effort to establish closer 
and Improved contacts with mem- 
bers of the North Atlantic alli- 
ance.

The proposed constitution, 
which has to be approved by a 
national referendum next month, 
does not provide for any limita- 
tions on the number of terms a 
president may serve. Under the 
ovigting constitution, which was 
suspended by Mr. Park on Oct. 17 
when he proclaimed martini law, 
he may not seek another term 
when' his current, third four-year 
term expires in 1975, _ 

The proposed revisions would 
change presidential terms to six 
years, beginning with the promul- 
gation- of tire new constitution. 
Pr esid ents would be elected by a 
“National Conference for Unifica- 
tion," consisting of between 2,000 
.and'. 5,000 delegates to be chosen 
by popular, vote In small adminis- 
trative .units throughout* the 
country. 

The powers of the president 
■nftnirt be greatly strengthened 
nniipr the proposed constitution. 
He would have the authority to 
appoint one third of the uni- 
cameral legislature — the National 
Assembly — after obtaining ap- 
proval of the National Conference.

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Pressure by Publicity 


In the past, a public summary of hitherto 
secret negotiations for peace in Vietnam has 
usually meant the negotiations have failed. 
This time, the Hanoi revelations seem In- 
tended to make them succeed — or at least 
to place the onus for failure upon the 
United States. 

The major breakthrough, somewhere along 
the line, appears to have been the accep- 
tance by the North Vietnamese of & cease- 
lire before eien an Interim political settle- 
ment. This has been proposed publicly by 
President Nixon as long ago as April. And 
the present hitch seems to stem from Pres- 
ident Thieu's unwillingness to accept a 
cease-fire in place — that is, a de facto 
recognition of Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese occupation of substantial portions 
of South Vietnam. 

Hanoi derides this resistance by Saigon, 
as something that the United States could 
overcome with a word. The United States 
has, it is reported, been pointing out to 
Thieu that his mill ion -man army ought to 
be sufficient to protect his regime against 
military attack during the cease-fire. But 
the hard fact remains that Thieu does have 
about a million armed men at his command, 
and however they might be weakened In the 
long run (and it would not be a very long 
run) by an American refusal to supply sup- 
port from the air and In material, for the 
short run the ARVN could make It very 
unpleasant for Americans in their territory. 
Moreover. Saigon has said openly that it 
Sroidd not abide by agreements reached be- 


tween Washington and Hanoi without the 
consent of the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment. 

Hanoi knows this as well as Washington. 
But It suits the purpose of the North Viet- 
namese to ignore it, and to Insist that the 
Americans sign an accord on the cease-fire 
by the end of the month. That this would be 
very popular in the United States, and very 
useful to Mr. Nixon’s campaign for the pres- 
idency. goes without saying: But would It 
work? Or would It mean chaos for what Is 
left of American men, arms and Institutions 
in South Vietnam? 

The aim of the Nixon administration .then, 
would seem to be the acceptance, willingly 
or unwillingly, by President Thieu of roughly 
the present program for the cease-fire. To 
be sure, the maintenance of North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong bastions In his country 
could make things very complicated for 
Thieu, especially in the Inevitably relaxed 
situation which would follow an end to open 
warfare. But it is doubtful whether anything 
better can be achieved, and more than doubt- 
ful whether the United States could continue 
to back him against Its own Interest in a 
speedy withdrawal. 

The terms released by Hanoi represent the 
first genuine compromise since the negotia- 
tions began In Paris so long ago. If Hanoi's 
pressure by publicity represents a deviation 
from the agreed techniques of secret talks, 
It is not the first of its kind by either side. 
And this time it may accomplish something, 
constructive.

injustice. •• ' 

Challenged to document her charges 
against American agents, Mrs. Gandhi 


haughtily replied: "Everyone knows that the 
CIA has been active In India and there Is no 
question of proving It.” • 

The Indian government no doubt has rea- 
son to be concerned about foreign intelligence' 
activity within Indials borders — Soviet as 
well as American. Mrs. Gandhi has good 
cause to be impatient with an American 
government that continues to "tut” toward 
Pakistan ten months after the Indian -Pak- 
istani war. 

However, leveling unsubstantiated accusa- 
tions against the CIA for instigating Inci- 
dents that- are clearly rooted in domestic 
problems will not help solve India’s difficult- 
ies. Mrs. Gandhi’s diversionary charges only 
serve to under m i n e her government’s - cred- 
ibility 'with perceptive Indians "and with 
friends of lndia Jn the United States who- 
seek to restore the old warm ties.

The Kashmir Deadlock 


A persisting deadlock in negotiations be- 
tween Indian and Pakistani officials on a 
future dividing line in Kashmir dims hope 
for an urgently needed larger peace settle- 
ment on the Indian subcontinent. 

Final demarcation of the 500-mile ’line of 
control” in the disputed Himalayan state 
would clear the way for implementation of 
last July's Simla accord between Prime Min- 
ister Gandhi and President Bhutto. This would 
mean the withdrawal of Indian troops from 
more than 5,000 square miles of Pakistani 
territory, allowing the return of one million 
refugees, and the withdrawal of Pakistani 
troops from a much smaller area of India. 

Also undecided Is the fate of 93,000 Pak- 
istani prisoners of war in India, a burning 
issue in Pakistan especially in view of two 
incidents this month In which fourteen pri- 
soners were reported killed by Indian guards. 
Settlement of the Kashmir question should 
make India more amenable to an agreement 
for the return of the prisoners; but the Issue 


is complicated by insistence of Bangladesh 
that all prisoners be held until It Is recogniz- 
ed by Pakistan and that some prisoners face 
war crimes trials. 

It would do no harm and it might do much 
good now for Sheik Mujib of Bangladesh to 
accept President Bhutto’s long-standing of- 
fer of direct talks — a form of tadt recognition 
that should not be lightly dismissed — and to 
signal some moderation In his announced 
plans for war crimes trials. Mr. Bhutto, 
whose domestic position has been strength- 
ened by recent agreement on the outline of 
a new constitution, could show his good faith 
by withdrawing Pakistan's opposition to the 
admission of Bangladesh to the United Na- 
tions. 

Acute economic and social problems, which 
have provoked civil disturbances in all three 
subcontinental nations in recent weeks, make 
peace an urgent necessity which no leader 
can responsibly obstruct.

4 Faster-Than-Liglii 1 Galaxy- 
Described by U.S. Scientist 

By Ed Meagher . • r 


PASADENA, Cahr„ Oct. 26.— A 
galaxy which appears to be ex- 
panding faster than the speed of 
light— thereby casting doubt on 
a fundamental law of physics— 
has been reported at -a scientific . 
meeting here. 

The fast-moving galaxy, was 
described by Dr. Kenneth L Kel-

Earlier reports by astronomers 
have told of quasars seemingly 
expanding at speeds exceeding 
the 186,000-miles-anSecQnd velo- 
city of light — which has long 
been accepted by physicists as 
the ultimate in speed. But never 
before has there, been a report 
of a galaxy moving at such speed. 

Quasars, discovered only in 
1963, are the brightest visible 
objects ever seen by man, 100 
ttmpR brighter than the brightest 
galaxies, which are themselves 
comprised of trillions of stars. 

Quasars also emit enormous 
amounts of radio waves and are- 
located at the fax ends of the 
universe, more than 8 billion 
light-years away. 

Dr. Wfeiiwman indicated to the 
American Astronomical Society 
that there now are two quasars, 
as well as the galaxy, under ob- 
servation through radio sources. 

The galaxy and two. quasars 
appear to be expanding, Dr. Kel- 
lennan said, while a fourth object ' 
seems to be contracting. 

The discoveries, observers said, 
simply add to the'. puzzlement of 
the astronomical community. 

At one time, there were 10 ex- 
planations of the theoretically im- 
possible speed of the galaxy and 
quasars. All but three have been 
discredited and they are suspect. 
-One is; called the “cannonball 
explanation!” ‘ This describes two 
ynn-gsps moving In opposite direc- 
tions, with the one traveling to-' 
ward the viewer giving the im- 
pression of moving at a speed 
faster than light. 

The second is described as the 
“Christmas tree model” because 
the masses "light up and go off 4 
at irregular intervals. 

The third simply bolds that, 
if the objects are comparatively 
near, they would not have to be 
expanding faster than the speed 
of light to give such an impres- 
sion.

U.S. to Study 
Antarctica, 
Using Drills 

Scientists Seeking 
Continent’s Origins 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (API. 
— The government announced yes- 
terday that an international team 
of scientists would drill a hole 
a mOe deep into Antarctica's 
bedrock to help trace the frozen 
continent’s climatic and geologic 
history. 

The National Science Founda- 
tion said that man’s first deep 
penetration into Antarctic soil 
will be conducted by 30 re- 
searchers from Japan, New Zea- 
land and the United States. The 
drilling wld be conducted during 
January and February, 1978, bn 
Ross Island, adjacent to.. Mc-

year Dry Valley Drilling Project 
to be conducted on the continent, 
Boreholes are planned at a mini- 
mum of 10 sites on Ross Island, 
McMurdo Sound, along the An- 
tarctic coast, and foiand valleys 
that are free of ice and snow 
during the Antarctic "summer." 

Effort at Sea 

The NSP said that while the 
Innrt drilling Is gnlng nn a 
parallel effort will be made 100 
to 150 miles at sea by the NSF- 
supported Deep Sea Drilling 
Project. 

"Cores from the Glomar Chal- 
lenger [the sea- drilling ship] and 
from the DVDP win be analyzed 
to help scientists understand the 
record of Antarctica’s 200-mfliion- 
year evolution from a temperate 
zone member of the Southern 
Hemisphere super-continent 
Gtmdwanaland to its present posi- 
tion," the NSP said. 

Gondwanaland refers to the 
widely held theory that all the 
world’s present con t i n ents were 
once amassed In a single super- 
continent before some brdke 
away. 

In progrea for decades, the 
1972-1973 program will take more 
than 225 American scientists, and 
technicians to Antarctica, where 
they’ll engage in 43 scientific 
projects.

“Jorgen always wanted to have his own ship but an eye 
operation crushed his boyhood dream," said his father, Borge 
Christensen. 

The Nordkap was located off the Danish west const early 
today and two fishermen from another trawler, the Stardust, 
jumped aboard so Mr. Christensen could get his first sleep 
In nearly 96 hours. 

"He hid been living on Coca-Cola and cigarettes" during the 
gale-farce storm, the relief crew said by radio. 

A police spokesman said Mr, Christensen had been charged 
with theft, disturbance of traffic at sea and violation of various 
manning regulations: After a short questioning he was allowed 
to go home to sleep. 


Baby Sperm Whale Dies in New York 


AUende, Small Businessmen 
Reportedly Reach an Accord 


NEW YORK, OCt. 26 (AF). — A 
baby pigmy sperm whale that 

washed ashore 32 days ago at a 
New York City beach died today 
to the Coney Island Aquarium. 
No other of its kind had lived 
longer than a day in captivity, 
scientists said, noting that its 


mother died the day after they 
were found on the beach. 

The baby was force-fed a for- 
mula of fish, cod liver oD. miner- 
als. vitamins and heavy cream, 
and had gamed M pounds. It 
weighed In at 115 pounds last 
week. An autopsy will be per- 
formed. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 26 
iTJPI > . — Government sources Sild 
today that President Salvador AJ- 
lende and email businessmen 
have reached tentative agreement 
for ending the nationwide series 
of strikes which began Oct. 31. 

Last night It was reported that 
Mr. AUende and striking truck 
owners had reached an agree- 
ment A delegation of truck 
owners met twice with Mr. Al- 
Jcnde during the day and said 
they had reached agreement "in 
principle’' on ending their strike, 
the report said. They said the 
tentative accord will be submitted 
to their federation for final ac- 
tion. 

The government sources said 

the terms of the agreement with 
the storekeepers would be made 
public by Mr. Allende later. 
Among the terms, the sources 
said, was a sever.-day period dur- 
ing which strikers would resume 
work while their leaders and the 
government sought a permanent 
settlement. 

The sources said the strike has 
cost Chile S100 million. It began 
when truck owners protested a 
federal trucking authority in 
Aysen Province near the nation's 
southern tip. Dozens of ocher 


trade and professional groups 
struck in sympathy and issued 
additional demands to the gov- 
ernment. 

In violence yesterday, riot police 
tear-gassed demonstrators in 
downtown Santiago. Several 
persons were arrested and at least 
two students were injured. 

At one point, about 50 anti- 
government demonstrators staged 
a sit-in on Ahumada Street, San- 
tiago's main shopping artery, 
blocking a police patrol wagon. 
Police dispersed the crowd with 
several tear-gas barrages. 

Two radio stations opposed to 
Mr. Allende, Radio Santiago and 
Radio Mineria, broke away from 
the government-controlled net- 
work last night and protested the 
Marxist-led regime's clampdovm 
on broadcasting during tba 
strikes. Police and federal of- 
ficials ordered both stations to 

halt transmissions after about 10 
minutes. Radio Miner ia ramm- 
ed broadcasting later lor about 
an hour on emergency power. 

The government assumed con- 
trol of all broadcasting Oct. 15. 
with programs being directed by 
the presidential press office. Three 
other opposition stations resumed 
operation briefly this week.

Dining Out With France’s Leading Gastronome 


By Naomi Barry 
"DARIS (IHT). — Ten . meals a 
week In restaurants and at 
least one cabaret live nights oat 
of seven, a regimen of good liv- 
ing that should slay an ox. 

Yet at 63, Robert Courtine, 
France’s most redoubtable gastro- 
nomic critic, looks 50, weighs an 
unfluctuating 158 pounds for 5 
feet 9 Inches tall, is dear-eyed, 

rosy-complexioned and springy in 
bis walk. "Never touch sugar. 
Never eat bread." 

Once a week his articles appear 
in the newspapers Le Monde 
(signed La Reynlere after the 
gastronome Grimod de ■ la Rey- 
niere who lived from 1758 to 1838) 
and La D£p£che du M id i , the 
magazine Paris Match and the 
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The Pertiao Gulf. 


entertainment guide Parfacope. 
Once a month his articles appear 
in the magazines Revue du 
Racing and Le Nouveau GuErir. 
Ee has written 30 books, ranging 
in size from minor to major. 
Counting the translations into 15 
languages (including Japanese), 
Courtine estimates his hardcover 
work as hovering around 1 mil- 
lion copies. 

His latest book, “Les Grands 
Maitres de la Cuisine 3fran- 
gajse." a collaboration with 
another food writer, Celine Vence, 
was launched last week. The de- 
luxe work. (Editions Bordas, 135 
francs) presents recipes from 
French chefs over a 500-year 
span, starting with Tad event in 
1373 to amateur chef A l e xa ndr e 
Dumas, in 1873. Top Paris restau- 
I rants such ss Lasserre, La Tour 
I d'Argent, Au Pactole, L'Arches- 
trate worked out the recipes and 
bad the finished dishes photo- 
graphed on their premises. 

“Too many chefs today act as 
if there were nobody before 
Car erne and Escoffler,” said 
Courtine. “That’s like saying there 
were no poets before Lamartine.” 

Next month Larotzsse Is publish- 
ing Courtine 's international “Dic- 
tionary of Cheese.” “No, it’s not 
just an enumeration. There are 
songs, poems, anecdotes, literary 
references. I’ve been at it for 10 
years. The idea came from Casa- 
nova who wrote in his ‘Memoirs’ 
that he would have liked to do 
a dictionary of cheese but it was 
too difficult, 

“I read a book a day. I was 
always interested in literature 
and evm mare interested when 
literature talked of cuisine. I ob- 
served that you could be a great 
writer without liking the table 
but it was not possible to he a 
great novelist without liking the 
table. Balzac was remarkable. It 
was from him in Xa RabouH- 
leuse’ I first learned of faeathig 
the whites and the yolks apart 
when making an omelet. 0 

Starts at 6

am. in the Parisian suburb of 
Sois-Cdombes with the juice of 
two lemons.

X get dressed 
and have an English breakfast 
of ham and eggs or cold meat. ~ 
rm very fond of England.

The mall arrives at 8:30. After 
going over it for half an hour, 
he takes off far the 10-kilometer 
drive to Paris in bis tangerine 
Peugeot convertible. He leaves 
the car at the garage of the 
Hotel Bristol and sets off on foot.

WASHINGTON. Oct 26 (NTT). 
— UB. merchandise exports de- 
clined in September and imports 
rose to another new high, the 
Commerce Department reported 
today. 

Nevertheless, the country's 
third-quarter trade deficit, the 
excess of imports over exports, 
declined from the record high 
posted in the June quarter. 

Major plus factors in exports 
during the summer include ship- 
ments of grain to the Soviet 
Union and of auto components to 
assembly plants in Canada. Im- 
ports rose daring the quarter 
chiefly because of increased buy- 
ing of crude odl and also iron and 
steel, building materials and tex- 
tiles. 

In September, the department 
said, exports, excluding military- 
assistance items, dipped by 544 
million to 84.16 billion on a sea- 
sonally-adjusted basis. Imports 
crept up by $6 million to $4.07 
billion, another record. 

The department said that on a 
balanoe-of-payments basis, third 
quarter merchandise trade With 
other countries was In deficit by 
S1.67 billion seasonally adjusted, 
S275 raiWft" below the record 
. $L84-hfflion; deficit izr Aprils 
-June. 

For the first nine months of 
the year, the merchandise trade 
deficit dipped to an annual rate 
of $7.1 billion from $7.7 bflllan 
for six .months.. The deficit total- 
ed $2.7 billion in all of 1971, the 
first year in which this country 
imported more goods than It sold 
abroad. 

German Surplus Wider 
WIESBADEN, West Germany. 
Oct. 26 (AP-DJ).— West Ger- 

many's trade surplus widened in 
September to 1.62 billion deutsche 
marks from a L34-billion DM 
surplus in August, but was less 
t-ihan the 1-93-biHion mark sur- 
plus in September 1971, the. fed- 
eral Statistics Office reported to- 
day.

Unified Law Plan

The Economic and Social Com- 
mittee, on which unions and em- 
ployers are represented, has failed 
completely to agree on how work- 
ers should take part in a board's 
activities— or whether they should 
take part at all. 

Alf tons Lappas, committee chair- 
man, said the differences of view 
were profound and there was no 
early prospect of them being rec- 
onciled. 

French and Italian employers 
cannot be reconciled to the 
thorough-going workers’ partici- 
pation which is enshrined by law 
in West Germany. The British, 
who will join tiie kec on Jan. 1, 
also have deep reservations about 
the EEC’s participation plan 
which proposes workers Should 
have a one-third representation 
on company boards.' ' 

There is regret in the EEC 
headquarters that this issue has 
side-tracked the principle of 
having a unified company law. 
The real purpose of achieving a 
common company statute would 
be to make mergers within the 
EEC easier to achieve.

In yet another demonstration 
of the extraordinary sensitivity 
of New York Stock Exchange 
prices to developments on the 
war front, a wave of buying 
rolled into the market ns soon as 
Mr. Kissinger's remark that 
•■peace is at hand." was printed 
on newswlres shortly after noon. 

But the upsurge lasted less 
than an hour, indicating that 
perhaps some of the reality of 
peace in Southeast Asia already 
has been discounted In share 
prices. For two weeks the market 
has been reacting to virtually 
every more made by Mr. Kissin- 
ger. 

At 12:30 pm. the Daw Jones 
industrial average was up 1.68 
and by 1 pjn. its gain had been 
stretched to 6.33. From there it 
was all downhill, and the Dow 
closed with a loss of 0.82 at 
95056. 

In reality the market's perfor- 
mance was somewhat better than 
the widely-watched Dow indicat- 
ed. For instance, the NYSE 
price index, peaking with a rise 
of 0.54 at 1 pm., clung to a gain 
of 0.21 at the close.

MGM says it will now con- 
centrate its efforts on the sale of its U.S.-based 
rmudfi publisher, Robbins Music Corp n one of the 
largest in the country. 

Gulf Oil to Sell German Operations 

Golf Ofl Corp.’S West German subsidiary ErtSoel- 
werke Frisia is for sale. The com p any has a 
44,100-barrel-a-day refinery at Emden and about 
750 service stations Jn the country. Gulf declined 
to give more details. Industry insiders say that 
Gulfs hopes to streamline Frisia'S operations and 
to expand its filling-station network were foiled 
by sharply increased Mideast and Libyan crude 
oil prices and - by declining prices for petroleum 


products in Germany, These developments result- 
ed in losses for almost all oil companies operating 
in Germany lost year and probably will cause 
losses in 1972. 

Kredietbank Sees Favorable Results 

Brussels-based Kredietbank NV says the outlook 
for Its financial results is "favorable" despite 
current inflation. The bank says its activities 
increased substantially in the Sept. 30 first half, 
more than offsetting increased costs.

In paying player salaries. He added he believes solutions can be 
worked out between the owners, managers and the players’ 
association. The owners and managers are meeting to discuss 
the status of negotiations between their player relations com- 
mittee and the players' association.

Personal Foul 

Also the defensive team captain, 36-year-old 
Jack Pardee, lost his composure and drew a per- 
sonal-foul penalty. 

Furthermore. Paul Laaveg, the left guard, pull- 
ed out the wrong way and knocked over hto 
Quarterback, Sonny Jurgensen. on their 1-yard line. 
George All e n, the coach, might have expected 
that from his Momingside College teams, but not 
in the big leagues. 

Yet the Redskins won. They overcame their 
early mi sta ke s and stayed close enough to win 
at the end. Allen, whose thinking process always 
stresses the positive even if he has to fake It 
sometimes, was asked If be did not think hk team 
was flat as this key game began.

r\ARMSTADT. West Germany (IHT).— 
A/ Tradition and innovation are bed- 
fellows in the $ 26 -mfillon double theater 
that has just been opened in this city, and 
with the theater everywhere wide open 
to the winds of change, only time will tell 
whether the two can live together. 

- If it were not for tradition, there might 
very well be no theater here at an. In 

any other country, ' the idea of spending 
72 million marks to build a theater and 
allotting 14 million marks as a subsidy 
for the first season, in a city of less than 
150,000 people, would be all but unthink- 
able. 

But state theater In Germany is a direct 
descendant of court theater, and Darm- 
stadt — as a former capital of the state of 
Hesse and various dynastic amalgams — 
is one of three cities where the modem 
state of Hesse maintains a State Theater, 
the others being Wiesbaden and Kassel. 
State and city shared the cost of the 
theater, as they do for the annual subsidy 
— about 51 percent state and 49 municipal 

Yet here, the only cause for surprise 
might be that it took Darmstadt so long 
to replace its war-destroyed, theater- 
something that has been long sincp done 
in other German cities of comparable or 
largo- size. The tradition has been kept 
alive since the war with performances in 
the Orangerie, an auditorium far from the 
center of town that might be suitable far 
a medium -sized high school. 

But tradition is a double-edged sword. 
It provides the economic baas and imposes 
the limitations of society. Darmstadt is 
a small and conservative city and, as else- 
where. there is a tendency for the solid 
taxpaying burghers to regard the th e a t er 
as “our 1 ’ theater. 

How to balance tradition with the need 
for updating Is the problem of the thea- 
ter's intendant, or general manager, who 
is 34-year-old Giinther Beelitz, the head of 
a team of serious musicians and theater 
people, most of them about the same age. 
As a sign of what they are trying to do.

there was no gala opening, but a month 
of opera, theater and dance performances, 
with the emphasis on the theater being a 
public place open to aU. A campaign in 
the schools has increased youth subscrip- 
tions by 40 po-cent. 

In opera, there was the inevitable 
“Fidelio” and a production of “Cosi Fan 
Tutte” that is intended as the first of a 
complete cycle of major Mozart operas. 
In theater, innovation took over with the 
first performances of works commissioned 
for the occasion, and the first German 
performance of a . contemporary English 
play. “Straight Up” by Syd Cheatle. 

But it is perhaps in the field of dance 
that the organization of the new Darm- 
stadt Staatsth eater has taken the boldest 
step. Darmstadt has a venerable operatic 
and theatrical background, but none at 
all in dance, which only since the war 
has been making itself felt in Germany 
as a discipline worthy of the state thea- 
ters. 

The Darmstadt theater has hired 
Gerhard Bohner, a young dancer-choreo- 
grapher who made something of a name 
for himself hi Berlin, -and he in turn has 
engaged a troupe of 12 soloists- who share 
his ideas about modern dance theater. No 
corps de ballet, or any of the other 
trappings that go with 19th-century ballet. 
Just a baker's dozen of young dancers 
living and working in the present. 

The season’s first “Dance Theater 
Evening” last Sunday offered three of 
Bohner’s ballets— a “Number Ballet” to 
music by Eric Satie, a version of “Pres- 
ence” to a score by the late Bemd Alois 
Zunmermann. depicting imaginary en- 
counters by three literary characters— 
Molly Bloom, Ubu Roi and Don Quixote— 


. and “Lilith.” an Intensely dramatic, if 
s-unewbat long-winded, portrayal of the 
disruptive effect on a family of a demonic 
figure. The program promised more t h a n 
it delivered, but a capacity audience re- 
sponded wholeheartedly to an atmosphere 
of vitality and creativity. . 

Tradition innovation are side by side 
In the theater - building itself. too. It is, 
iur<» so many other new German theaters, 
built with the latest technical innovations, 
but totally traditional in concept. 

Both the large theater,. with about 1.000 
seats, and umaii one. with about 500, 
have standard proscenium . stages, and 
there is a combination rehearsal-workshop 
stage in the bowels of the complex. But in 
both auditoriums the proscenium' area is 
very flexible; the seats are steeply raked 
and close to the stage for superior vision; 
a net-like celling in each hall hides ad- 
justable lighting and acoustical equip- 
ment; each stage has a full battery of 
side, rear and revolving stages, and stage 
elevators; the working areas for scenic 
construction and the like are Immense and 
on one level. Patrons can park in a 408- 
place garage (no charge) and walk up to 
the theaters, where they can deposit their 
coats in individual lockers <50 pfennigs). 

But there are technical problems, too, 
for the construction was long, under way 
before the theater’s present leaders were 
able to take a hand In the planning, and 
the result Is a somewhat painful breaking- 
in period. 

But the stress between tradition and in- 
novation can be productive and someti m es 
startling. A little more than 40 years ago 
Darmstadt had a young and gifted crew 
Tuning opera and theater here — the in- 
tendant was Carl Ebert, the music director 
Karl Bohm. and the chief administrator 
Rudolf Bing.

Blanche Bomm, a filth-grado 
teacher credited by President 
Nixon on Wednesday with stimu- 
lating his interest in world af- 
fairs, «nys she remembers the 
President as a “deep little 
thinker* and “hard worker* dur- 
ing his school days. 

“It seems now that I i-hould 
have recognized that he’d bo 
President one day,” said Miss 
Burma. : now 83, who taught 
Nixon’s fifth-grade class in East 
'Whittier, Calif. *T remember him 
as a good little student . . he 
come right in and got to work. 
He was a deep little thinker.” 

Nixon, in a radio speech, 
singled out Miss Burum. who 
lives in Dinuba, Calif., as an 
example of a- Talented, dedicated 
teacher who stirred his interest 
in history and geography, an in- 
terest he said helped bring about 
his recent trips to China and 
Russia. 

“Although she will probably 
never appear in the history 
books.” he said, “you might say 
Miss Blanche Burum was one of 
the people responsible tor my 
trips to Russia and China and 
the new beginnings for peace they 
have helped usher In." 

“As X remember him as a little 
boy, he was especially interested 
in history," Miss Burum said. 
“As I remember him. he was 
always interested In the history 
of the early Americans ... I 
think he was especially interested 
in geography." 

Miss Burum . said she hosn t 
seen Nixon since he made 
a campaig n stop in Dinuba — in 
central California— during his 
race for the US. Senate in 1950. 
But she added he’s written to 
her and also referred to her be- 
fore, when he spoke to a fifth- 
grade class touring the White 
House.
